ON THE RIGHT-LINE 
That the Dominion Government will grant 
from $40,000 to $50,000 with which to improve 
the airport at Edmonton, and will construct a 
bungalow camp at Elk Island Park, is the kind 
of news Edmonton—and every large centre in 
Canada—likes to hear just now. 

These projects are not national in propor- 
tions, nor the expenditure involved lavish. But 
they are practical proposals for easing the un- 
employment situation and at the same time giv- 
ing the taxpayers value for their money. The 
effect will be to use some of the idle labor sup- 
ply of the community to construct facilities of 
real and permanent benefit to the city, the dis- 
trict and the country at Jarge. 

A thousand constructive undertakings no 
larger or more costly than these, scattered 
across Canada at the present time, would do 
more than anything that has yet been done to 
break up the unemployment deadlock, cut down 
relief costs, and re-create confidence that the 
country hasn't gone and isn’t going to the 
“bow-wows.” 


THE UNWANTED 

Trotsky, invited earnestly to get out of Nor- 
way, says he won't accept the proffered asylum 
in Mexico unless he is given “full freedom of 
political activity.” Mexico being able to gener- 
ate more political activity than it knows how to 
control most of the time, the Government is 
understood to have told Leon it doesn’t want 
him and won't have him on those terms. To 
which, the response from Oslo is that the best 
Norway can do is to keep him in internment 
quarters. Norway being too close to Russia to 
let him run loose and stir up trouble. Leon, it 
seems likely, is to have to do his revoluticniz- 
ing in his mind for a while 

Norway and Mexico are not the only ccun- 
tries interested in this little conundrum of what 
to do with Trotsky. No country in Europe will 
tolerate him, except as a virtual prisoner, that 
continent having already all the incitements 
to war it can afford. If Mexico imported him 
and allowed him to carry on his normal occu- 
pation of plotting, the peace and goodwill con- 
ference at Buenos Aires would be a total loss. 
Leon would find the Central and South Ameri- 
can republics only too fertile a field for sow 
ing the seeds of strife; to say nothing about re- 
viving hostilities along the Rio Grande 

One guess being as good as another, there 
is a fair chance that somebody dropped a hint

RELIEF WORKS 


The federal and provincial Governments are 
letting “charity begin at home” in the matter of 
relief work projects. Winter work on the new 


highway program is being offered only to single 
men who are homeless Married men, and 
single men living at the homes of their parents, 
are not eligible for these jobs. Since the Gov- 
ernments are teking care of the single home- 
less men, with no cost to the cities, there will 
be no reduction of city relief costs through the 
employment of these men in the road-making 
enterprises 


Mayor Clarke is calling that fact to the at- 
tention of the D nion Government. Also the 
closely rel 1 fact that Edmonton and Calgary 
cannot continue to provide the amounts they are 
now pr f care of their needy resi- 

oes

dents. Unless supplementary work schemes are 
launched for the employment of idle married 
men and single men living at home, the Govern 
ments will have to assume a larger share of 
the cost of maintaining these, if relief is to be 
continued on the present scale. 

This, unfortunately, is no longer a matter of 
opinion; but a known and uncompromising fact 
The cities are at the end of their resources. They 
cannot go on piling up deficits and “flying kites” 
by making sinking fund payments with prom- 
issory notes. The banks are urging them to cut 
down the deficits they have already accumu- 
lated, largely because of heavy relief costs. The 
plea for added assistance from the Governments, 
or for work available to idle residents of these 
cities, arises out of necessity, not out of any 
desire to shirk a burden. 

And—it is pertinent to note—the cost of liv- 
ing tends to advance. As it does so, present re- 
lief allowances become less adequate to meet the 
needs of the recipients. An appeal for increased 
allowances is plainly in prospect, unless wage 
work can be provided. 

No blame is in order because the Govern- 
ments are providing in the first instance for men 
for whom they are directly and solely respon- 
sible. That is a beginning, but only a beginning, 
of a solution, There are more married men 
and single men living at home in need of em- 
ployment in these cities than there are single 
homeless men in the same plight. And the cities 
cannot take care of them in the proportion 
they are now doing

Children’s Toys 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Due to the nearness of Christmas, many of 
you will be buying toys this week and in the 
article for today I am going to give you some 
suggestions which should be helpful in choos- 
ing children’s playthings 
The best kind of toy is one which helps the 

& child to do something. There- 
’ fore, when selecting a gift for 
the child stop and ask your- 
self this question: Does this 
toy give the youngster some- 
thing to do? That is a very 
important point and children 
invariably prefer those toys 
which provide them with a 
chance for activity. If you 
want to see the child enjoy- 
ing the playthings which you have presented to 
him, then by all means choose the one which 
suggests that he do something with it, 

Another point to keep in mind is to select 
a toy sturdy enough to stand up under wear and 
tear. Flimsy toys will soon break. Also, make 
sure that the plaything is one which will ap- 
peal to the child of that age. When purchasing 
toys for very young children, it is a good plan 
to find out if it is washable and if the paint is 
guaranteed not to come off. 

I am glad to see that toy manufacturers now 
provide many toys which are both attractive and 
constructive. At the present time there are lit- 
erally hundreds of toys available, all designed 
to be of value in training the child. While space 
does not permit that I give you a complete list 
of toys which are considered “good” neverthe- 
less, the following suggestions will prove help- 
ful. 

For the child one and one-half to three 
years old, the following toys are suitable: Jarge 
rubber ball, large blocks, a small wagon or 
truck which may be pulled around filled with 
blocks which are unloaded. A child of this 
age also enjoys a soft doll or animal. 

Ages 3 to 6: The boy will like one of the new 
hammer sets which provides nails and soft 
blocks so that the young man of the family may

hammer away to his heart's content. Various 
wheeled toys such as tricyeles, automobiles, 
“scooters,” and wagons are also good. Girls of 


this age like dolls, doll clothes, tricycles, draw- 
ing sets, and dishes. 

Ages 6 to 9: Girls like jump ropes, or per- 
haps a toy ironing board with an iron and both 
sexes enjoy gymnasium equipment to be set up 
in the back yard including swing, trapeze, act- 
ing bar, and rings. Such sets are truly health 
builders as they encourage outdoor exercise. 
For the boy: roller skates, archery sets, base- 
balls, or construction sets which provide both 
the material and the plans for building various 

, things. 

Ages 9 to 12: Most boys like boxing gloves, 
or a table set similar to “table tennis.” The boy 
interested in aviation will enjoy an airplane kit 
which shows him how to build a model plane. 
A too] chest which provides tools strong enough 
so that the boy may actually use them in car- 
pentry is usually acceptable. Games of skill are 
also enjoyed, The girl of this age will generally 
have developed some interest or hobby and it is 
best to be guided by this, instead of purchasing 
somehing at random.

The Passing Show {SIDE GLANC

One of the difficulties of operating a politi- 
cal party inside a City Council has just revealed 
itself at Calgary. 

There they ran a Social Credit slate as they 
did here. While in the wisdom of the Edmon- 
ton electors the Social Credit slate was defeated, 
in Calgary, the home of Alberta Social Credit, 
the Social Credit slate was successful at the 
civic polls. 

Anyone with the merest smattering of politi- 
cal intelligence could have told the Calgarians 
that Social Credit is not a municipal matter. 
Alas; it is not even within the scope of a pro- 
vincial government. Major Douglas, father of 
Social Credit, made that very clear in his evi- 
dence before the Legislative committee. 


Social Credit is a mechanism for the periodic 
monetizing of the increases of national wealth, 
and for its distribution as purchasing power. 
All the town and parish councils in the Domin- 
ion, with all the King’s horses and all the 
King’s men helping them, would be powerless 
to instal a federal function of that character. 
It was an absurd thing for these men to run for 
a City Council on a Social Credit ticket--like 
running as alderman for the deflation of the 
franc or in the interest of cellular cosmogony. 

Three of them after election found out how 
impossible it was to aid Social Credit by becom- 
ing members of the Calgary City Council and 
have renounced the party label. One of them, 
Ald. J. W. Gillman, defending himself from the 
attacks of angry Social Crediters unaware that 
Social Credit is not a municipal matter, has sup- 
plied the Calgary Herald with a photostatic 
copy of a letter, sent to him by Premier Aber- 
hart on Feb, 13 last. In it the Premier requests 
Ald. Gillman as a Social Creditor to vote down 
a motion to assess the Calgary premises of the 
Liquor Control Board and of the provincial 
telephones department for civic taxation. 


Liquor vending and urban telephone service 
are commercial enterprises, highly lucrative to 
the provincial government. The $14,500 taxes 
which the City of Calgary sought to impose on 
them, is a trifling amount compared to the huge 
profits they take from the citizens of Calgary. 
The premises are given police and fire protec- 
tion and the benefit of city streets and sanita- 
tion. The city is in desperate plight owing to 
the High cost of unemployment relief. There is 
every reason why the owners of these two 
highly profitable businesses in Calgary should 
pay property and business taxes like other prop- 
erty owners and businesses. 

City aldermen are elected to look after the 
welfare of the city, not to grant special exemp- 
tions to favored friends. The three aldermen 
who have renounced allegiance to the municipal 
Social Credit party soon found out the truth of 
the Scripture, “No man can serve two masters.” 

This Calgary episode should be a warning to 
civic councillors not to be tempted by promises 
of voting support by any outside corporation or 
authority, having business dealings with the 
city. * # 9

Service arrives at its forecasts, but the predic- 
tion is in agreement with the study of sun-spot 
and tree-ring cycles. Tree ring growth shows 
an 11.4 year cycle of weather, which in turn 
is in agreement with the 11.4 year cycle of sun- 
spots. The present sun-spot cycle reaches its 
peak in 1938, which implies a very cold winter 
for 1936-37. Tree-ring cycles point to plenty of 
rain and snow. 

Hudson’s Bay Company fur-buyers report 
heavier fox and weasel pelts, which is believed 
to indicate a cold winter. 

However, today is the shortest day of 
the year. Each 24 hours thereafter will sce the 
earth swinging over on its axis, like a great 
heavenly spinning top in motion. As it tips in 
its course, the northern hemisphere will get the 
sun’s rays more directly until mid-summer 
when it starts to swing back again. Let's be 
thankful] for the mild winter thus far. However 
cold it may get later, we'll then be past the 
astronomical] winter point, and on the sunny 
side of the slope towards summer.

Father La- 
combe who accompanied one branch of the 1850 
hunt estimates that his division numbered 1000 
carts, with an equal number of men, women 
and children. There were 1210 carts in the hunt 
of 1840. One eyewitness estimates that each cart 
represented 39 dead buffaloes. At that time the

Nowadays, there is no law against 
the use of cosmetics. But in my 
opinion, the woman who misuses 
these beauty aids is just as deserv- 
ing of being burned at the stake as 
her eighteenth century sisters were 
considered. Cosmetics should al- 
ways be selected carefully and 
used skillfully. And the brunette, in 
particular, must be careful of the 
cosmetics she uses. 

As I have told you, the brunette 
ean do a great deal to enhance her 
attractiveness if she takes proper 
eare of her hair and brings out its 
full loveliness. But she must also 
be wary of colors, both in make- 
up and in gowning. For color oc- 
eupies far more important a place 
in the beauty scheme of things than 
most women realize. 


NATURALNESS DESIRABLE 


In the first place, the brunette 

must remember that naturalness is 

the keynote of makeup today, And 

the cosmetics she chooses should 

match the natural coloring of her 

skin, cheeks and lips as closely a 
possible. 

There are, of course, two types 
of brunettes—the fair skinned bru- 
nette and the olive skinned type. 
And each requires differently shad- 
ed cosmetics, The fair-skinned bru- 
nette, generally, should use a peach 
bloom shade of powder, a rouge on 
the radiant shade, and a matching 
lipstick. While the- olive skinned 
brunette is far more fetching if she 
uses a cream rachel shade of pow- 
der, and rouge and lipstick of the 
American Beauty hue. 

In so far as eye cosmetics 
most brunettes possess 
dark eyes.

Mayor Clarke's suggestion is one that rates a lot of careful con- 
sideration. It can be expanded on in a number of ways. For in- 
stance, all of the hockey leagues would undoubtedly be glad to 
stage one or two feature games each season and put the receipts in} 
1n ice plant fund. Seniors, Juniors, Juveniles, Midgets and Pee|
